W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 4.—The r e je c tio n 
of Adelard Guernon as collect r of cus­ 
toms at St. Vincent, Mum., was about 
the coolest piece of “senatorial courtesy 
that has been placed on exhibition this 
session, and the only reason for it was 
that one man wanted it done. 
That man 
was Senator Sabin, and he was not even 
in Washington, 
tie left on Monday tor 
a sea voyage to Boston, where he is ex­ 
pected to arrive to morrow morning. Be-* 
fore lie left he went to Edmunds, Sher­ 
man, Beck, Gorman, Voorhees, Harris, 
and other leaders on both sides of the 
senate, and expressed the wish that 
Guernon might be rejected. 
I here were 
no charges against him, and he was a 
good man. 
Sabin said the committee on 
commerce had reported the nomination 
favorably, and the only reason why he 
did not want him confirmed was to pun­ 
ish Pat Kelly, the democratic boss of 
Minnesota, for his treatment of Book- 
walter, Guernon’s predecessor. 
It was 
Sabin’s wish to resent what be consider­ 
ed a studied and intentional insult upon 
the part of Kelly toward himself, and 
when he explained the circumstances ev­ 
ery senator promised to vote for rejec­ 
tion. In the early days of Inc adminis­ 
tration Collector Bookwa'.tcr went to 
Kelly, who was supposed to have the 
distribution of Minnesota patronage, and 
offered to.resign.

He went to Kelly to inquire the re: mn 
and was told that he was sacrificed to 
“punish Sabin.” When 
the senator 
heard of this he telegraphed Secretary 
Manning, and the latter directed Guer­ 
non to return his commission to the de­ 
partment, as his appointment had 
cen 
canceled. At the same time, the secre­ 
tary wrote Kelly that he would not be a 
party to any such transaction. 
Lf ho 
wanted to punish Sabin he must do it 
some other way. Kelly came to W ash- 
ington and appealed to the President 
and Secretary Manning to spare him the 
humiliation; that if he was •‘downed in 
this matter his influence and prestige in 
Minnesota politics would be destroyed, 
and he would be an object of redicule all 
oyer the state. 
Ho enlisted W. II. Bar­ 
num and other members of the national 
Democratic committee in the case, and 
finally succeeded in securing his re- 
pointm en of Guenon. 
Sa: in has, how­ 
ever, been biding bis time, and n uw has 
bis revenge. 
Guernon was ui r.uimously 
rejected “to punish Kelly. 
When tho 
case was reached on the Callender last 
night, Senator Kanna on tho Democratic 
side and Senator Palmer ct: the Republi­ 
can side sung out that it was the Sabm 
case, and when the question was put, 
“Shall the nomination be confirmed! ’ 
there was a loud chorus of “Noes’ aud not 
a single voice for the affirmative.

The summer of 188(3 will long be re 
membered as one of the most remark­ 
able, meteorologically, intheannals of 
the country. 
In sections where, us u 
ally, the heat is moderate and tem­ 
pered by refreshing breezes the tem­ 
perature bas ranged higher than ever 
before, and tho corn and grass crops 
have been burned up. 
In some local­ 
ities the people were compelled to 
abandon their ordinary avocations 
for several days and seek a refuge 
from the superheated air in their cel­ 
lars. At points in the South and East 
where the mercury usually finds its 
greatest altitude the weather has been 
moderately cool during the day, while 
the nights have shown a remarkable 
fall in temperature, accompanied by 
considerable dampness.

The average death rate of the whole 
United States is about

m ortality when compared with France, 
where the average death rate is 23.6; 
England, 20.5; tile German empire, 
26.1; Belgium, 22.4; Austria, 29.6; 
Italy, 30.5. The only places that 
compare favorably with this country 
are Sweden and the rural districts ot 
England. 
In the fifty largest cities of 
the country, typhoid fever is reported 
as causing 16.7 in each 1,000 deaths 
from specified causes, while outside 
the cities it caused double that num­ 
ber of deaths, which is properly re­ 
garded as showing that typhoid fever 
is not so much of a disease of sewered 
cities and general water supplies as of 
old-fashioned privies and wells.

It was asight worth remem­ 
bering, a sight th at could not easily 
be forgotten—nearly 200,000 men. 
women and children, many of w hom 
had come from distant parts of Franco 
to see this great military “Carous­ 
ed.” 
The “caroussel” was one of the se­ 
ries of fetes organized for the poor ot 
France, and it is safe to say that if 
the receipts amounted to as much as 
200,000 francs the worthy poor will 
not get more than 20,000, but still 
the object was commendable, and 
’twas “a glorious victory.” 
It was a circus on a grand scale, an 
interesting exhibition of horsemanship 
and military maneuvers peculiar to 
the French and Algerian army, (for 
there were three companies of native Al­ 
gerians mounted on pure At ab horses, 
besides several regiments of French 
cavalry and pupils from the Saumur 
Cavalry School and the Saint ('yr Rid­ 
ing School. The first exhibition oc­ 
curred last Friday, but the principal 
one was on last Sunday afternoon. 
The size of the crowds of spectators 
was about thesam eon both occasions. 
For the enlightenment of those read­ 
ers who do not possess a guide-book 
of Puris, I will quote: “The Champ- 
de-Mars, a large sandy space, is eleven 
hundred yards in length and five hun­ 
dred and fifty yards in breadth.”

the dusky Arabs fresh from the Great 
Sahara. 
It was a wild seeuethen, picturesque : 
and thrilling, almost demoniacal. In J 
,n*11 1,1 
the cen ter of one side of the plain was 
a military convoy drawn up in camp. 
Eight commissary wagons were defen­ 
ded from the attack of the barbarians 
by a detachment of infant ry. The in- 
f an try had seen the approach of the! 
enemy and prepared t *> give them a I 
warm reception from behind the shel­ 
tering wagons. 
In straggling disorder 
the Arabs rode toward the convoy 
and suddenly a solitary horseman, 
with the bird like swiftness for which 
the pure Arabian steeds are so famed, 
sprang out in advance of his fellows 
and dashed directly at the camp.

C old D ust. 
The value of gold dust was not known 
to the earlier miners iii Californ ia 
Marshall, and those who were with 
him a t the saw mill race, had never 
seen gold in its virgin state before the 
discovery. The first gold sold a t Colo­ 
na, it is said, only brought $S an ounce, 
but it afterwards rose t o$l<»,at winch 
figure it remained for some years. 
Beliers and buyers did not for a long 
time recognize any difference in the val­ 
ue of different. dust. “ What arc you 
paying for dust, to-day?” was Hie 
question very often asked by the 
miners of the dust buyers. Thus, in 
those times no more difference was re­ 
cognized in the quality of different gold 
dust than is to-day recognized in the 
quality of the different sand or saw­ 
dust. 
Buyers mixed their dust to ­ 
gether when they sent it to the mint, 
and paid an average price for it all. 
This was a very good thing for the 
miner who had poor dust, and very 
unfair to those w ho had dust of the 
hest quality. Afterward it was found 
th a t the dust as it was taken from the 
earth varied greatly in value. Borne 
of it, according to the mint returns, 
was 
worth 
even 
as low 
as $5 
an ounce, 
and some 
was worth 
$ 2 0 and more. This is on account 
of the fact th at 
a 
greater 
or 
less am ount of ba-er metals, silver, 
copper, etc., is always found in alloy 
with gold to its natural state. Gold 
dust also differs as much in appear­ 
ance as it docs in quality. Borne of it 
is yellow and bright, and some is dull 
in color-dark green and black. The 
bright yellow dust is not always the 
best in quality, as might ordinarily be 
supposed. Borne of the purest gold 
ever mined has been almost black in 
color. Tle re is also no uniformity in 
the form of the particles of gold dust. 
Some is fine and flour like, some is 
coarse and smoothly worn, and some 
is rough ami - racily.

Public carriers are also pro­ 
hibited from currying the contraband 
goods.

Kelly Has Been P u n ish e d . 
Washington, Aug. 4.—The rejection 
of Adelard Guernon as collect r of cus­ 
toms at St. Vincent, Minn.. wa= about 
the coolest piece of “senatorial courtesy” 
that has been placed on exhibition this 
session, and the only reason for it was 
that one man wanted it done. 
That man 
was Senator Sabin, and he was not even 
in Washington, 
He left on Monday for 
a sea voyage to Boston, where he is ex­ 
pected to arrive lo morrow morning. Bc’-i 
fore lie left lie went to Edmunds, Sher­ 
man, Beck, Gorman, Voorisce--, Harris, 
and other leaders on both sides of the 
senate, and expressed the wish that 
Guernon might be rejected. 
There were 
no charges against him, and he was a 
good man. 
Sabin said the committee on 
commerce had reported the nomination 
favorably, and the only reason why he 
did not want him confirmed was to pun­ 
ish Pat Kelly, the democratic boss of 
Minnesota, for his treatment of Book- 
walter, Guernon’s predecessor. 
It was 
Sabin's wish lo resent what be consider­ 
ed a studied and intentional insult upon 
the part of Kelly toward himself, and 
when he explained the circurr.stances ev­ 
ery senator promised to vote for rejec­ 
tion. 
In the early days of the adminis­ 
tration Collector 
Bookwalter went to 
Kelly, who was supposed to have the 
distribution of .Minnesota patronage, and 
offered to.resign. 
Bookwalter said ho 
had an opportunity to go into business 
and would prefer to go out at once rath­ 
er than wait for his removal. 
Kelly as­ 
sured him that he would not he removed 
but would be allowed to serve out his 
term, provided he would turn out somo 
of his republican subordinates and put 
friends of Kelly in their places, 
Book­ 
walter declined the business offer that 
was made him, gave places to several of 
Kelly’s friends, and in a few weeks was 
astonished at receiving a letter announc­ 
ing his dismissal without notice 
aid 
the 
appointment 
of hu 
sucees jr. 
He went to Kelly to inquire the reason 
and was told that he was sacrificed to 
“punish Sabin,” 
When 
the senator 
heard of this he telegraphed Secretary 
Manning, and the latter directed Guer­ 
non to return his commission to the de­ 
partment, as his appointment had 
een 
canceled. 
At the same time, the secre­ 
tary wrote Kelly that he would not be a 
party to any such transaction. 
If he 
wanted to punish Sabin he must do it 
some other way. 
Kelly came to Wash­ 
ington and appealed to the President 
and Secretary Manning to spare him the 
humiliation; that if he was “downed” in 
this matter his influence and prc dige in 
Minnesota politics would be destroyed, 
and he would be an object of redicule all 
oyer the state. 
Ho enlisted W. II. Bar- 
nuni aud other members o- the 
ational 
Democratic committee in the case, and 
finally succeeded 
in securing his re- 
pointment of Guenon. 
Sabin lias, how­ 
ever, been biding his time, and now has 
his revenge. 
Guernon was unanimously 
rejected “ to punish Kelly.” 
When the 
case was reached on tho callender last 
night, Senator Ivanna on the Democratic 
side and Senator Palmer ou the Republi­ 
can side sung out that it was the Sabin 
case, and when the quo.'! ion \ p u t , 
“ Shall the nomination be confirmed?” 
there was a loud chorus oi “Noes”aud not 
a single voice for the affirmative. Senator 
Sabiu will find a number of congratu­ 
latory telegrams from both Democratic 
and Republieen senators w 1 - ti be arives 
in Boston to-morrow morning.

In 1830-01 ho was elected a ineiu- 
l*er of 1 he sta te senate from Goodlntecoun- 
ty and served with credit. 
He raised u 
com pany lor the Sixth Minnesota and was 
made Major of the regiment, and in 
Gen. 
Sibley's ex pod ft ion across the Northwestern 
plains, served with distinction and honor. 
Ho went out later also as colonel of the 
S eo iu l Minnesota Cavalry on a similarex- 
pedition under lien.

The returns of immigration for the 
fiscal year closing at the first of the

The summer of 1886 will long be re 
membered as one of the m ost remark­ 
able, meteorologically, in the annals of 
the country. 
In sections where, us u 
ally, the heat is moderate and tem­ 
pered by refreshing breezes the tem ­ 
perature has ranged higher than ever 
before, and the corn und grass crops 
have been burned up. 
In some local­ 
ities the people were compelled to 
abandon their ordinary avocations 
for several days and seek a refuge 
from the superheated air in their cel­ 
lars. At points in the South and East 
where the mercury usually finds its 
greatest altitude the weather has been 
m oderately cool during the day, while 
the nights have shown a remarkable 
fall in temperature, accompanied by 
considerable dampness. 


The report of the commissioners of 
internal revenue for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, shows that taxes were 
received on 20,710,933 barrels of fer­ 
mented liquors, an increase of 1,524,- 
5>80 bbls. over the preceding year. Ah 
lowing forty gallons to a barrel, this 
gives 828,487,320gallon sas t lie quan­ 
tity of fermented liquors of domestic 
manufacture consumed last year by 
the people of the I’nited States. 
On 
the basis of 60,000,000 of population 
this gives a per capit a consum ption of 
thirteen gallons and three 
quarts, 
with nearly 14,000,000 in quarts, to 
be distributed in glasses. 
Assuming 
that these liquors were consumed by 
one-halt the population, would give to 
each individual consumer over twenty- 
seven gallons.

Rev. Stephen D. Peet, editor of the Ameri­ 
can Antiquarian, spent two days recently 
investigating the Indian mounds around 
Delavan Lake, Wis. 
He found some re­ 
m arkable and interesting effigies a t Lake 
Lawn, and furnishes the following report 
to the Delavan Republican: 
There is no d ou bt th a t the lake wa-i a 
favorite r«sort with the Mound Builders 
and the prehistoric races as well as with 
the modern inhabitants. The love of beau­ 
ty and the delights of nature's lovlioess 
were as strong with them a* with us. 
It is 
a singular fuct th a t they chose the spo t for 
the* erection of their massive earthworks 
which is now selected for tile cottages of tho 
campers, and the effigies nre now seen in 
close proximity to these modern 
struc­ 
tures. 
The visitor may have noticed a series oi 
ridges a t Lake Lawn, b ut it is not likely 
th a t any of tliern have realized the variety 
oUsymm etrical figures which fie hidden 
back of these rude shapes. The plot ting of 
these has revealed the fact th a t they uro 
in the shape of birds, turtles, and other 
animals, and th a t m any of them w* re orig­ 
inally very accurate im nutations.

stone jar, cover closely until perfectly 
cold; then put in tue cherries, or else 
pack these into bottles and pour the 
cold vinegar over them: cork tightly 
and you can begin to use them in a 
week. 
In pressing flowers remember to burn 
the end of your stalk before you put 
your specimen into the paper. 
This is 
to keep the juices, the coloring matter, 
in the specimen, whereas, in a general 
w ay, botanists take every precaution 
they can to squeeze it out; it is well to 
carry a match and burn them as they 
are gathered.

At Paris, France, fifty 
thousand 
people in an d a b o u t the grand stands, 
50.000 people on the south side, 50,- 
000 on the n orth side and 20,000 peo­ 
ple gazing with field-glasses and strain ­ 
ing eyes from all tbe windows and all 
the housetops overlooking t he Champs 
de Mars! 
It was a sight worth remem­ 
bering, a sight th a t could not easily 
be forgot ten—nearly 200,000 men* 
women and children, m any of whom 
bad come from distant, parts of Franco 
to sue this great m ilitary “Carous­ 
ed .” 
The “caroussel” was one of the se­ 
ries of fetes organized for the poor of 
France, and it is safe to say th a t if 
the receipts am ounted to as much as 
200.000 francs the worthy poor will 
not get more th an 20,000, but still 
tho object was commendable, and 
’twas “a glorious victory.” 
It was a circus on a grand scale, (in 
interesting exhibition of horsem aship 
and military maneuvers peculiar to 
the French and Algerian arm y, (for 
there were three companies of nativeAl- 
gerians mounted on pure Atabhorses, 
besides several regiments of French 
cavalry and pupils from the Kaumur 
Cavalry School an d the Saint Cyr Rid­ 
ing School. The first exhibition oc­ 
curred last Friday, but the principal 
one was on last Sunday afternoon. 
The size of the crowds of spectators 
was ab o u t the sam e on both occasions. 
F o r the enlightenment of those read­ 
ers who do not possess a guide-book 
of Paris, I will quote: 
“The Champ- 
de-Mars, a large sandy space, is eleven 
hundred yards in length and five hun­ 
dred and fifty yards in breadth.”

The value of gold dust w as not known 
to the earlier miners m Californ ia 
Marshall, and those who were with 
him a t the saw mill race, had never 
seen gold in its virgin sta te before the j 
discovery. The first gold sold a t Colo- 
na, it. is said, only brought $8 an ounce, ! 
b u t it afterxvnrds rose to $l<i, a t which 
figure it remained for some years. 
Sellers and buyers did not for a long 
time recognize any difference in the val­ 
ue of different dust. 
“ What are you 
paying for dust, to-day?” was the 
question very often asked by 
the 
miners of the dusr buyers. Thus, in 
those times no more difference was re­ 
cognized in the quality of different gold 
dust th an is to-day recognized in the 
quality of the different sand or saw ­ 
dust. 
Buyers mixed their dust to ­ 
gether when they sent it to the mint, 
and paid an average price for it all. 
This was a very good thing for the 
miner who bad poor dust, and very 
unfair to those who had dust of the 
best quality. 
Aftarward it was found 
! th a t the dust as it was taken from the 
j earth varied greatly in value.

is yellow and bright, and some is dull 
in color—dark green and black. The 
bright yellow dust is not always the 
best in quality, as might ordinarily be 
suppose*!. 
Some of the purest gold 
ever mined has Lt:en almost black in 
color. There is also no uniformity in 
t he form of t he p art ides of gold d u st. 


The new law against obscene litera­ 
ture is now in force, and news dealers 
would do well to pinform themselves 
as to its provision.
